SAN FRANCISCO. (IP )—Six of seven maritime unions 
negotiating with ship owners over union demands announced 
today that their membership had voted “overw'helmingly” 
to authorize joint negotiations committee to call a strike to¬ 
morrow midnight unless “fundamental” demands are met. 

Meanwhile the maritime commission at Washington tele¬ 
graphed ship owners and maritime workers urging that ne¬ 
gotiations toward new wage and hour agreement be contin¬ 
ued until the commi.ssion’s investigation can be completed.

ON THE MADRID BATTLE- 
FRONT. (JP)— Heavy fighting 
raged over a wide front today as 
a "human avalanche’’ of raw Ma¬ 
drid government troops unleashed 
a desperate counter-attack In an 
attempt to stem the Fascist sweep 
toward the capital. 

Jumping the gun on the her¬ 
alded insurgent "zero hour” for 
the final assault on Madrid, wave 
after wave of Socialist militia 
rushed across the Castillian plain* 
at dawn. 

Caught by surprise, the Fascist 
high command rushed up artillery, 
tanks and armored cars to beat 
off the attack. 

Hiind-lo-Hand Fight 

The Socialist thrust was aimed 
at the starategic Navalcarnero sec¬ 
tor, with the troops advancing out 
of Mostoles, 10 miles south of Ma¬ 
drid. 

Fierce fighting Moorish Legion¬ 
naires spread quickly over the sec¬ 
tor and fought savagely, hand to 
hand. 

The fury of the attack left the 
Fascists momentarily thunder¬ 
struck. They were sleeping heav¬ 
ily, storing up long-needed 
strength for the "big push” on 
Madrid, which was expected to be 
I signaled within 48 hours. 

I Refugees Derive City 

Confidence over the prospects 
of a swift seizure of the capital 
had been heightened by reports 
brought back to the insurgent 
lines by Fascist "blackbirds of 
death.” On their raids over Ma¬ 
drid, they said, they had seen long 
lines of refugee automobiles 
streaming out of the capital on 
the eastbound road to Valencia. 

The Fascist provisional govern¬ 
ment at Burgos further declared 
the way was paved for either a 
"starve out” siege or a smashing 
blow which would take Madrid 
"within three to 10 days.” 

Madrid was isolated, the Burgos 
communique said, asserting that

'er Acres Flow Shut 
Off For Assertedly 
Overdue Bills 


The Battle of the Pump-House 
was on again today at Silver 
Acres, subdivision on West Fifth 
street, as 37 families were without 
water. 

Behind a locked and barred door 
stcod the pump which normally 
supplies the 37 homes with water. 
It was silent. It was turned off 
yesterday afternoon by Mrs. Lu¬ 
cille Bates, who holds a power of 
attorney from her father-in-law, 
Dora Bates, 1710 West Fifth 
street, who says he holds a lease 
from the state authorizing him to 
operate the w'ater plant. 

To Seek Injunction 

The property owners said they 
were holding nothing, except the 
bag. And they were ready to go 
to court. They said today they 
would file an application in su¬ 
perior court for an injunction re¬ 
straining Mrs. Bates from with¬ 
holding water from the tract. 

By now they’re almost getting 
used to it. On Sept. 2 Mrs. Bates, 
who said then as she does now 
that residents are paying their 
water rent to someone else and 
not to her, she.: the pump off. The 
tract was without water for a 
week. 

Yesterday afternoon, still con¬ 
tending she was going to force the 
residents to pay her for the water 
they used, she shut the pump off 
again, and carried away a fuse 
just to be sure. 

Name Plaintiffs 

The situation was queer. Legal 
entanglements include a defunct 
corporation which organized the 
water company years ago, a group 
of men who assertedly are paying 
the electric bills for the pump and 
collecting water bills, and the 
Bateses. 

C. L. Forry, one resident of the 
tract, told The Journal today that 
he and Mrs. L. Reed were to be 
named plaintiffs in an injunction 
application to be filed by Attorney 
Harry C. Westover. 

Meanwhile the tract was dry, the 
pump was off, and the Bateses 
and their neighbors w'eren't exact¬ 
ly speaking.

SOCORRO, N. M. (^1 — With 
public sentiment running high over 
the stabbing of a young home¬ 
steader and the slaying of his 24- 
year-old bride of a few months. 
Sheriff Tally Cook of Socorro 
county planned today to take A1 
O. Romero, arrested in the case, to 
the state penitentiary at Santa Fa 
for .safekeeping. 

The body of Mrs. Robert L. 
Shreave, of Dusty, N. M., wa» 
brought today from the Cibola Na¬ 
tional forest, where it was found in 
a shallow rock-covered grave, to 
nearby Magdalena. 

In an Albuquerque hospital, 
Shreave, suffering numerous stab 
wounds and unaware of his wife's 
death, gave authorities information 
which led to Romero’s arrest.

I Nothing But Forebodings 

1 Since the “affaire Simpson” 
i broke with the announcement of 
divorce procce{lings almost a fort¬ 
night ago, it has filled that part 
of official and influential England 
which knew about it with nothing 
but forebodings. 

An underground passage linking 
Ipswich police station with the 
I age-old courtroom gave Mrs. Simp¬ 
son a way to avoid the milling 
crowds around the courthouse. 

A bellboy, a waiter and a clerk 
identified the hotel register to 
show the alleged misconduct. 

Calm on Stand 

Mrs. Simpson, in a trim blue 
suit with a polkadot blouse and a 
smart blue wafer hat at a jaunty 
angle, was completely at ease on 
the witne.ss-stand. She showed not 
the slightest trace of nerves. 

She left the courtroom even be¬ 
fore Mr. Justice Hawke handed 
down his decision. 

Known as a stickler for correct 
court procedure, the judge was 
j stern both with Counselor Birkett, 
one of England’s most able law¬ 
yers, and with Mrs. Simpson’s oth¬ 
er attorney, Walter Frampton. 

On the other hand, Mr. Justice 
Hawke paid not the slightest heed 
to the svelte plaintiff, studying the 
papei'S in the case and devoting his 
attention to the lawyers without 
even so much as looking at Mrs. 
Simpson once. 

Grants Decree 

Finally, with a resigned gesture, 
Jit celebiated jurist flung the 
papers aside on his desk and an¬ 
nounced : 

“Very well, a decree nisi.” 

There were rumors, entirely 
without substantiation, that Mr. 
Justice Hawke had objected to 
hearing the case, feeling that his 
court might be suffering an im¬ 
position. 

When the case was over, all the 
o'oors to the courtroom were locked 
for a few minutes and even the 
attorneys in the proceedings were 
unable to leave. 

Outside, a police car pulled up 
across the road while the Simpson 
automobile rolled out of a court¬ 
yard gate and sped away. 

Occupants of the machine held 
newspapers up in front of the 
windows to prevent Mrs. Simp¬ 
son from being photographed. 

The former Baltimore debutante 
was already standing in the wit¬ 
ness box when reporters and 
spectators were permitted to enter 
the carefully-watched courtroom. 

Not once, during all her testi¬ 
mony, did she turn and face the 
crowd. 

The London newspapers, none of 
which had printed a word regard¬ 
ing the divorce, sent reporters to 
Ipswich who were placed in the 
unusual position of holding merely 
"watching briefs” in the court¬ 
room. 

Paiiers to Ignore If 

Chances were that mo.st news¬ 
papers in the United Kingdom 
would completely ignore the case 
iii tomorrow’s editions. 

Mr. Justice Hawke, gorgeous in 
ills crimson, ermine-trimmed robe 
and snowy full-bottomed wig, in¬ 
terrupted the attorneys several 
times. 

The co-respondent was not 
named at any time. 

Near the end of the hearing, Mr. 
Justice Hawke mentioned this fact. 

Counselor Birkett replied: 

F'alls to -Appear 

"She was subpoenaed, my lord, 
but she has not appeared.” 

Testimony, however, was intro¬ 
duced to the effect that the co¬ 
respondent had been to a solicitor’s 
office with Simpson a week or so 
after the alleged incident occurred. 

Mrs. Simpson’s case was that 
she had lived happily with her hus¬ 
band until Autumn of 1934 when 
she said she had noticed a change 
in his manner. 

Spent Week-ends Away 

“He began going away for week¬ 
ends,” she testified. 

After the hotel employes had 
testified that Simpson spent a 
night at the hotel with a woman 
othe*- than Mrs. Simpson, Birkett 
said to the judge: 

"I ask for a decree nisi.” 

Mr, Justice Hawke replied; 

And With Costs 

"I suppose I must come to the 
conclusion there is adultery in this 
case.” 

He threw the papers on the 
bench and added: 

“Very well, a decree nisi.” 

“With costs, my lord?" asked 
Birkett. 

“Yes, yes, I suppose so,” the 
Judge snapped.

Charging that an employe of the 
Airway Sanitary system had 
struck her with his fist and elbow, 
swung her off her feet and thrown 
her to the floor, when she at¬ 
tempted to stop forcible reposses¬ 
sion of a vacuum cleaner, Mrs.

Over-riding protests of Supervi¬ 
sor N. E. West that its action 
constituted the "wrong kind of 
precedent,” the board of supervi¬ 
sors today authorized the county 
auditor to draw a warrant for 
$2000 to be paid for land deeded ! 
to the city of La Habra on which ! 
a unit of the county libra,ry sys¬ 
tem will be built. 

The county donation will form 
a part of La Habra’s contribu¬ 
tion to a WPA project for con¬ 
struction of the library building. 
The entire structure will cost $17,- 
000 . 

West voted against the re.solu- ! 
tion on the ground that the board j 
could not proffer aid of this .sort 
to special districts, and should not 
set a precedent by which it would 
be called on for further donations 
from other districts. ' 

Supervisor LcRoy Lyon, spon- 
.sor of the measure, explained it 
was a part of the general county 
plan to build up the county libra¬ 
ry system. 

The $2000 for La Habra prev¬ 
iously hart been donated by the 
board, but a demand for the mon¬ 
ey was refused by Auditor W. T. 
Lambert, on the ground he should 
have a general order, backed up 
by resolution, from the board. '

rail communication from the capi¬ 
tal was severed at El Escorial, 
northwest of Madrid, and at Aran- 
juez, to the south. 

Sweeping down from El Escorial 
region and westward from above 
Illcscas, where they had been 
driven by General Jose Varela’s 
insurgent advance, the Socialist 
troops dotted the countryside with 
I nests of machine gunners and 
riflemen who opened a withering 
fire on the startled Fascists. 

Apparently intent upon cutting 
the road between Valmojado and 
Navalcamero, the Socialist artil¬ 
lery hurled 60 shells into Naval- 
carnero itself. A .squadron of 
Fascist planes hurriedly took off, 
amid the rain of bursting shells, 
and effectively silenced the Social¬ 
ist guns with bombs. 

At the same time. Fascist tanks 
and armored cars plunged into the 
battle and drove the untrained 
Madrid troops scurrying to cover. 


REBEL PLANES AGAIN 
BO.MB CAPIT.4L— 

MADRID, (A*! -Insurgent air¬ 
craft machine gunned Madrid to¬ 
day, but confined their fire largely 
to government anti-aircraft bat¬ 
teries. 

Five Fascist planes and govern¬ 
ment artillery fought a sharp duel 
when the attacking craft circled 
over the capital in broad daylight. 


A.MERICAN8 REPORT 
CONDITIONS IN .MADRD) 

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain. (iPi — American newspaper 
correspondents, captured by Fas¬ 
cists on an expedition from Ma¬ 
drid, today described to their 
American colleagues semi-starva¬ 
tion condition reigning in the cap¬ 
ital and declared: 

"It is qulta possible the militia 
will run from Madrid when it is 
attacked. Madrid can be taken 
within two days.” 

The newspapermen, who were 
sent to Salamanca for questioning 
by Generalissimo Francisco Fran¬ 
co, privately told the Americans of 
continually retreating with the So¬ 
cialist forces in what they de¬ 
scribed as “complete routs” after 
recent battles on the Madrid front. 

Supplies Limited 

They said long lines of food 
seekers were forming in Madrid 
with supplies limited, 

"There is no more butter,” one 
of them said. "Meat, sugar and 
coffee are difficult to obtain. The 
highest priced restaurants some¬ 
times only serve one di.sh such as 
mutton stew which runs out be¬ 
fore all the diners have been 
served.” 

The newspapermen, whose story 
gave the first uncensored picture 
of conditions in Madrid in many 
days, said all Americans in Ma¬ 
drid were wearing arm bands with 
the American flag stamped on 
them as a precaution against 


molestation.

He referred to this 
ancient abode of royalty affection¬ 
ately, if somewhat disrespectfully, 
as his "digs.” That word "uig.s” 
sums up his attitude towards lilc 
pietty well. 

There were no elaborate furnish¬ 
ings in his "digs.” His den had 
just a few easy chairs, a desk 
where he could get his feet up, and 
some pictures of his family. That 
was a fine place for a quiet pipe 
with a crony oi' two. 

Vo<Milizcs in Bath 

Edwai'd likes music popular 
..tuff. Theie were two famous 
American negro entertainers who 
played the piano and sang. The 
prims- u.sed to have them up to his 
"digs,” and he would get out his 
janjolele and accompany them. 

In the good old days, he used 
to sing a bit, too. He was one of 
those unconscionable fellows who 
vocalize in their baths, and don’t 
care who hears them. 

He has a high, not unpleasant 
tenor. At least, it has always 
suited him all right, and the 
strains of ”My Old Kentucky 
Home” reverberated through the 
dignified halls of the palace. 

Likins Detective Varus 

His tastes in literature aie those 
of the average man. He teads the 
newspapers legiilaily, though as 
prince he never was much inter¬ 
ested in the innumerable stories 
about himself. He likes a red- 
blooded novel, or a detective story. 

Edward is strong for musical 
plays, but he does not like Shakc.s- 
peare and is honest enough to ad¬ 
mit it. The high-brows can make 
what they wish out of that. 

There was a time when he u.sed 
to be a good deal behind the scenes 
of musical plays, one of his good 
friends being an actor-pioducer. 
Tliat was a place where nobody 
"royal highnessed” him, much to 
his satisfaction. He was just one 
of the gang so far a.s the ladies 
of the chorus were concerned. 

He’s a Alan’s .Man 

He likes equally well to get to¬ 
gether with old war-comrades for 
a talk fest, and it makes no clif- 
ference whether they were offi¬ 
cers or just plain privates. Ed¬ 
ward has had plenty of girl friends, 
but he is a man’s man. 

It may be remarkcil in passing 
that His Majesty lays down a 
mean five at poker. And woe to 
him who is deceived by the inno¬ 
cent look on the royal face. 

Edward always has been ex¬ 
ceedingly fond of dancing, and he 
does it well. It takes a clever girl 
to follow him, though, becau.se he 
has a penchant for improvising 
steps. 

A.s prince he u.sed to go fai'ly 
often to cabarets, bringing his 
dancing partner and other friends 
with him. Now he likes to dance 
with Mrs. Simpson. She has no 
trouble with his improvisions. 

Like.s to Ride 

Edward’s main delight always 
has been outdoor life. He has his 
country home at Sunningdale and 
spends as much time there a.s pos¬ 
sible. He is a great lover of hoi.ses, 
and rode to hounds and did steeple 
chasing, until Premier Stanley 
Baldwin per.suadcd him to abandon 
these sports, on the ground they 
were dangerous. 

The prince had a lot of .spills, 
as does anybody who goes in for 
this type of riding, but he i.s a 
good horseman. It was a rare 
treat to him to be able to v sH h 
ranch in Albeila, Csmda. and line 
the range with his men.

Official Probes Alleged 
Payment For Gaining 
'Protection' 


District Attorney W’. F. Menton 
today considered new charges 
which may be filed as the result 
of testimony by Robert Lusk, con¬ 
victed Anaheim bookmakei', that 
he paid $25 per week to a "Mr. 
Bishop” for asserted protection 
from arrest. 

That "Mr. Bishop” w’as not fur¬ 
nishing protection, Menton pointed 
out, was made clear when Robert 
Sandon, district attorney’s inve.s- 
tigator, .secured evidence of book¬ 
making, and the di.strict attor¬ 
ney’s office and sheriff’s officers 
together raided several bookmak¬ 
ing establi-shments. 

If Lu.sk’s statements in Superior 
Judge H. G. Ames’ court yester¬ 
day wore true, Lusk could be 
prosecuted on a charge of con¬ 
spiracy to commit bribery, Menton 
said. And if they were not true, 
he could be pro.sccuted on a per¬ 
jury charge. 

"Bi.shop,” whom Lu.sk could not 
identify, probably could be charged 
only with obtaining money under 
false preten.ses, and that only if 
Lusk can prove that he actually 
paid Bi.shop, Menton pointed out. 

Copies of Lusk’s statements 
yesterday were ordered trans¬ 
mitted to the district attorney and 
the grand jury for investigation.

ing, contacted Newport officials, 
who called in the Coast guard for 
assistance in the search. 

Late yesterday afternoon the 
boat, a 36-foot crui.ser, was dis- 
coverefl anchoj'od between San Pe¬ 
dro and Newport, with a di.sabled 
engine. The owner, C. V. Parks, 
Los Feliz boulevard, Glendale, 
Mrs. Hender.son and her son. Tom¬ 
my Hender.son, 13, John Gray.son 
an<l Frank Robertson, all of Po¬ 
mona, were taken from the dis¬ 
abled craft by Coast guard pa¬ 
trolmen, they .said today. The lat¬ 
ter two are employes of the First 
National bank of Pomona, it was 
reported. None of the party suf¬ 
fered from the unustial experience. 
Coast gtiard officials said. 

The party tried vainly to at¬ 
tract attention of persons on shore 
but without re.sults. They drifted 
throughout the night, and were 
obscured by a heavy fog whhh 
hampered re.scue efforts yesterday 
morning.

Prohibition Was Problem in Harding’s Term 


By ROBERT GARDNER 


Warren G. Harding had been a 
newspaperman all his life before 
going to the White House. His 
paper was at Marion, Ohio. He 
served in the state senate,- was 
lieutenant governor of Ohio and 
was United States senator from 
ISl.l until he was elected president 
in 1018. 

During his administration, a 
policy of action was adopted to 
govern the powers of the Pacific. 
The Republicans also wrote a tariff 
bill that was protective. Laws 
were passed to restore business to 
peace time levels. 

Harding vetoed the first bonus 
bill. 

On his return from Alaska, 
where he went to study self gov¬ 
ernment of the territory, he was 
stricken ill in San Francisco and 
died there on Aug. 2, 1923. 

His was a most critical admin¬ 
istration. Indu.strie3 had to shift 


from making war material to 
peace material. 

During his administration pro¬ 
hibition was a big problem. The 
eighteenth amendment took effect 
just before he entered office, and 
many adjustments had to be made. 
The saloon of the old days was 
branded as breeding bad morals 
and crooked politics. 

Folowing prohibition came wom¬ 
an suffrage. It was in effect in 
1920, when the necessary number 
of states ratified the nineteenth 
amendment. 

Biographical Data 

Harding was the son of Dr. 
George T. Harding and Phoebe 
Dickerson. He was educated at 
Ohio Central college and was a 
newspaperman. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Baptist church. Hard¬ 
ing was born Nov. 2, 1865, and 
died Aug. 2, 1923. When he was 
elected, he received 414 of the 531 
electoral votes.

Hitler has it over the Ameri¬ 
can politicians, however, for whenever he goes on the air, 
other German stations are silent. 

It is quite a problem Hitler has, getting everyone to 
hear his programs. In a public inn, he can keep check on 
his listeners, but how about a man alone in his home? 
How is Hitler to know whether or not this man, who 
might be of a contrary nature, really listened? 

Two possible solutions may be offered Hitler. He 
could send his Nazi storm troops around after each broad¬ 
cast, to give oral examinations on his speech. Or else he 
could furnish each home with a special radio, locked at 
one station on the dial, and so constructed that it can’t 
be shut off.

Tax on Retail Stores 

P ROPOSITION No. 22 on your November 3 ballot would 
levy a state license fee up to $500 per year for each 
retail store in multiple unit organizations—excepting fill¬ 
ing stations, ice distributing establishments, restaurant 
facilities of common carriers, newspaper offices, stores 
where sales are incidental to rendering of personal serv¬ 
ices, theaters and motion picture houses. 

It is plain from the text of this proposition that it 
discriminates against one group of stores while exempting 
another group. At the same time it sets up a dangerous 
precedent in retail store taxation, which later on might 
be extended to cover stores of every kind—thus penalizing 
all merchants and virtually forcing them to raise the price 
of goods to the public. 

With the nation just getting back to prosperity, this 
is no time to levy discriminatory taxes.
